Major appointments a boost to the arts 


Mavor Moore and Alexandra Browning-Moore join the faculty

Two distinguished figures in Canadian art 
have joined the UVic faculty. Dr. Mavor 
Moore, who is described in the Canadian 
Encyclopedia as “an artistic polymath,” has 
been appointed as Research Professor in Fine 
Arts and Humanities. Alexandra Browning- 
Moore, internationally renowned soprano and 
teacher of voice, has joined the School of 
Music to direct the voice program. 

The Moores, who were married in 1980, 
each have a history of association with UVic. 
Mavor Moore has served as adjunct profes¬ 
sor in the Faculty of Fine Arts for the past six 
years. Browning-Moore has sung with the 
University Orchestra and Chorus and in re¬ 
cital here. 

“Moore is one of Canada’s leading liter¬ 
ary and cultural figures,” says Dr. Anthony 
Welch, Dean of Fine Arts. ‘This unusual 
cross-faculty appointment gives us the op¬ 
portunity to share in his knowledge, experi¬ 
ence, and expertise.” 

“I am delighted by the appointment of 
Mavor Moore,” says Humanities Dean Dr. 
Ed Berry. “He brings to the university not 
only great distinction in a wide variety of 
fields but remarkable energy and enthusi¬ 
asm. All of us in the humanities look forward 
to working with him. I am particularly pleased 
that this appointment strengthens further the 
increasingly productive relationship between 
the Faculty of Fine Arts and the Division of 
Humanities.” 

This year Moore is teaching courses in 
arts criticism and cultural policy. He will also 
supervise graduate students in departments 
in Fine Arts and Humanities and will be 
involved with faculty in various joint en¬ 
deavours. ‘The idea is to get people such as 
political scientists and artists working to¬ 
gether in areas of mutual concern,” Moore 
explains. “The creation of this Research Pro¬ 
fessorship suggests that there’s a real seri¬ 
ousness here about interdisciplinary stud- 


There’s a special atmosphere at UVic, he 
says. “This is a human-sized campus. Fac¬ 
ulty, staff, and students know each other. 
This is a place where attention is paid to 
undergraduates, and keeping in touch with 
students is very important. There is an atti¬ 
tude here of looking at things as possibilities 
rather than problems.” 

“There’s lots of room for creativity here,” 
says Browning-Moore, “and that’s impor¬ 
tant in our being able to train students broadly. 
Music and theatre are changing. Actors must 
be able to dance; dancers are increasingly 
expected to sing; singers must be able to act 
and must have training in languages and 
diction and in career management, for exam¬ 
ple. The faculty here are extremely co-opera¬ 
tive and productive and have a strong in¬ 
volvement with students. The voice program 
is very flexible and its basic structure is 
excellent. Building on these strengths and 
working with other departments, we will 
provide students with the various tools and 
skills they will need in building their ca¬ 
reers.” 

Mavor Moore brings a vast wealth of 
experience to UVic. A playwright, director, 
producer, actor, composer, critic, journalist, 
teacher, and Companion of the Order of 
Canada, he chaired the Canada Council from 
. 1979 to 1983. His honours include the Queen’s 
medal, the Diplome d’honneur of the Cana¬ 
dian Conferenceof the Arts, the 1986 Molson 
Prize, and five honorary degrees. He has 
acted in more than 50 feature films and docu¬ 
mentaries, and his plays and musicals for 
stage, radio, and television, and his critical 
essays on cultural topics have appeared 
widely. He served as chief producer for CBC’s 
International Service in Montreal, CBC Van¬ 
couver, and CBC-TV’s English network. He 
was executive producer for United Nations 
television in New York, for which he was 
awarded three international Peabody Awards. 


He co-chaired Canada’s national 1967 Cen¬ 
tennial Committee and, with composer Harry 
Somers, wrote the opera Louis Riel for the 
Centennial. Talonbooks has recently pub¬ 
lished Six Plays by Mavor Moore, and Moore 
is currently writing his memoirs. 

Before her debut at the Royal Opera House, 
Covent Garden, in 1973, Vancouver-born 
Alexandra Browning had a long and distin¬ 
guished association with the English Opera 
Group, founded by Benjamin Britten. She 
sang leading roles in their European tours 
and at the Aldeburgh Festival in England. 
She has created roles in three world pre¬ 
mieres and sung with such conductors as 
Britten, Colin Davis, and Raymond Leppard. 

Since 1977, she has appeared in recitals 
for the CBC, sung with major orchestras 
across Canada, and appeared with the Cana¬ 
dian Opera Company as Sieglinde in Die 
Walkure, the Countess in The Marriage of 
Figaro, and Donna Elvira in Don Giovanni 
— a role she repeated for Pacific Opera 
Victoria in 1986. 

She was appointed associate professor of 
voice at UBC in 1984, and has since gained 
a second international reputation as a teacher, 
adjudicator, and juror of voice performance. 
She has continued in her own singing career, 
and her programs of songs by women com¬ 
posers have been described in the Toronto 
Star as bringing new acclaim to “both the 
repertoire and the singer who gave them 
voice.” 

Browning-Moore is currently working to 
establish a Canada-wide professional organi¬ 
zation for voice teachers which could pro¬ 
mote dialogue between teachers from East¬ 
ern and Western Canada by sponsoring con¬ 
ferences, workshops, and summer programs. 

Browning-Moore will give her inaugural 
professorial recital on Dec. 1 at 2:30 p.m. in 
UVic’s Philip T. Young Recital Hall.

Fatal Cruise—The Trial of Robert 
Frisbee , due for publication this fall, 
chronicles the sensational Victoria trial 
of a butler who killed his employer on 
a cruise ship off the West Coast.

Deverell says he has given up law 
and is now writing full time. In addi¬ 
tion to teaching two days a week at 
UVic, Deverell is writing another book.

Registration up — first 
year enrolment down 

About 500 to 600 students turned away due 
to new admissions policy

Student enrolment at UVic is up again this 
year. According to figures released recently 
by Administrative Registrar Cled Thomas, 
UVic’s student population of 13,582 as of 
Aug. 30 represents a 6.6 per cent increase 
over last year at the same time. Undergradu¬ 
ate registration is up 6.1 per cent to a total of 
12, 596 students, while graduate enrolment 
has increased by 13.5 per cent to 986 stu¬ 
dents. 

Registration is up for students in their 
second (9.2 per cent), third (7.2 per cent), 
and fourth years (16.7 per cent). First year 
enrolment declined by 9.6 per cent, due largely 
to the introduction of enrolment limitations 
in the Faculty of Arts and Science. With the 
exception of Law, all faculties, including 
Arts and Science, experienced growth in 
their total student populations. Human and 
Social Development led the way with a 13.5 
per cent increase, followed by Engineering 
(9.7 per cent). Education (8.8 per cent). Fine 
Arts (7.4 per cent), and Arts and Science (4.5 
per cent). Registration in Law fell by 3.9 per 
cent (12 students) due to its co-op program, 
where some students now take courses dur¬ 
ing the summer rather than in the fall. 

Arts and Science is by far the largest 
faculty at UVic with 7,780 students or ap¬ 
proximately 62 per cent of the undergraduate 
population. 

Thomas cautions that the enrolment fig¬ 
ures will be subject to considerable variation 
until the course change period for students 
ends Sept. 17. 

The enrolment limitations in Arts and 
Science resulted from Faculty concerns over 
the quality of education and fairness to the 
students actually admitted to its programs, 
who face overcrowded classrooms. The Uni¬ 
versity Senate this past spring approved lim¬ 
its restricting the number of new students 
admitted into the Faculty for the 1991-92 
academic year. The move was aimed at lim¬ 
iting total registration in the Faculty to a full¬ 
time equivalent (FTE) of approximately 5,528 
students for the Winter Session (200 FTEs 
fewer than in 1990-91). The other UVic 
faculties already had enrolment restrictions 
in place. 

As a result of the new limitations, Thomas 
says, the grade point average required for 


admission to Arts and Science was raised to 
2.83 from 2.5 (C+) for B.C. secondary stu¬ 
dents and to 2.4 from 2.0 (C) for college 
transfer students. Around 1,100 students who 
would have been admitted last year under the 
old minimum requirements were denied ad¬ 
mission this year. Thomas says that, since 
about 50 per cent of the students who are 
offered admission to UVic actually register 
at the University, the effect of the new admis¬ 
sions policy for Arts and Science was to turn 
away between 500 and 600 prospective stu¬ 
dents. 

“I take no pride in the fact that we’ve 
turned away students who clearly would have 
been admitted last year, but we’re already 
over-enrolled in Arts and Science,” says 
UVic’s Vice-President, Academic, Dr. Samuel 
Scully. “If we hadn’t brought in the enrol¬ 
ment limitations in Arts and Science, there 
would have been absolute chaos. In many 
cases, there just isn’t any more space in the 
classroom.” There was a higher number of 
returning students than expected, Scully said 
and, despite the increase in the grade point 
average required for admission, more new 
students were admitted than the University 
had projected. 

The Aug. 30 enrolment figures reveal an 
FTE registration of5,792 in Arts and Science 
(actually an increase of 288 over the same 
date last year), but Scully says that the 
University won’t know how close it will 
come to meeting its enrolment objective un¬ 
til the final registration figures calculated at 
Nov. 1 are available. The 5,528 FTE enrol¬ 
ment maximum is the Nov. 1 targ et, he says. 
The preliminary figure includes an FTE com¬ 
plement of 112 for the new School of Busi¬ 
ness. The School has not been included in the 
Nov. 1 enrolment target. “We’ll clearly be 
over [ourgoal]; thequestion is by how much,” 
Scully says. 

While Scully says that UVic has “made 
significant advances over last year,” he also 
believes that the University can improve on 
this year’s process of admissions and regis¬ 
tration, particularly as it applies to Arts and 
Science. The Faculty of Aits and Science is 
striking a committee to deal with enrolment 
management, he says.

Campus bus dispute 
begs question: More- 
or less?

The UVic Students’ Society (UVSS) and 
B.C. Transit are at odds over bus service to 
the UVic campus. The fuel for the dispute 
was provided by the recent increase in transit 
fares coupled with the start of the new #51 
UVic/Can West Mall bus route from the 
Western Communities to the University. Chris 
Foord, Transit’s Manager of Marketing and 
Public Relations views the issue as improv¬ 
ing service to the campus community, while 
UVSS Directorof Services Tom McReynolds 
sees it as a case of less service for more 
money. 

In a Sept. 3 news release, the UVSS cited 
increases in the student monthly transit pass 
to $32 from $29, a rise in tegular bus fare to 
$1.25 from $1.00 per trip, and the elimina¬ 
tion of the last two evening runs on the #26 
Crosstown route as examples of how it be¬ 
lieves Transit is not meeting the needs of 
students. ‘This [the increases] is one of sev¬ 
eral factors which threaten the affordability 
of post-secondary education in this prov¬ 
ince,” said McReynolds in the release. “To 
students the fare increases are significant. 
UVic students are already facing a 9.26 per 
cent hike in tuition fees, a new 3 per cent tax 
on student loans, and a chronic shortage of 
affordable housing.” 

The UVSS had opposed the fare increases 
in a brief to Transit when the corporation was 
considering a new bus fare structure earlier 
this year. 

Foord describes the changes to the #26 
and the addition of the #51 route as part of a 
package of enhanced bus service to campus 
which includes extra trips each weekday on 
the #4 Mt. Tolmie, more frequent trips on the 
#11 Uplands, more Saturday service on the 
#11, more frequent trips on the#14 on Satur¬ 
days, and extension of the #4 and #11 service 
to campus on Sunday afternoons. Foord says 
that the new #51 bus is experiencing “tre¬ 
mendous ridership,”arriving on campus with 
a full load each morning. “Students,” he said, 
“can look to expanded service on the route 
down the road.” 

In an interview, McReynolds suggested 
that cutting back the #26 service will create 
difficulties for students and campus visitors 
alike. ‘There are all sorts of reasons why 
people would want to come up here at night,” 
he said. “UVic is an important part of the 
community. Some people live on campus, 
others will come here to study at the library 
or attend a movie.” As a result of the change 
in service, late night studiers and movie¬ 
goers or residence students reluming to cam¬ 
pus could be left without a means of getting 
home, he said. 

While McReynolds said that the UVSS 
“supports any expansion of service” to the 
campus, he doesn’t believe that the new 
UVic/Can West Mall route, with its two morn¬ 
ing runs to the University and two late after¬ 
noon return trips, is “all that useful.” Accord¬ 
ing to McReynolds, student schedules are 
“more complicated” than the #51 bus sched¬ 


ule allows, and the new route “certainly 
doesn’t make up for the cuts to the Crosstown 
service.” 

“We don’t want to make trade-offs every 
time Transit tries something new,” he said. 
According to McReynolds, the UVSS was 
not consulted about the change in service. 

The 11:30 p.m. and midnight trips on the 
#26 service were eliminated, Foord said, 
because Transit’s counts showed “hardly 
anyone using them.” Since the cut. Transit 
has received calls of complaint from a number 
of people, he acknowledged. 

Foord say s that the UVic student, staff and 
faculty population of around 17,000presents 
Transit with a considerable market, about 
twice the size of the City of Nelson. Transit 
is interested in aggressively expanding its 
share of the transit market to and from UVic, 
he says, and plans to approach faculty and 
staff to encourage them to use the service. 

“Every time there’s an opportunity to put 
new service into UVic we take it,” he says. 
“Our task is to try to match as much service 
as we can to the budget we’ve got to ensure 
that the service is there when people need it” 
Foord encourages those with concerns about 
campus bus service to either work through 
the UVSS or contact Transit’s Planning De¬ 
partment. 

McReynolds said that, while the UVSS 
Student and Social Issues Action Committee 
isn’tplanning a“major campaign on transit,” 
it will be following “what’s going on,” and 
will consider action if it seems appropriate.

Fossils provide key to the present

Imagine being able to discover what the 
weather was like 400 million years ago? Of 
course it is impossible to determine accu¬ 
rately the temperature of a particular day 
423 million years ago, but by using fossils, it 
is possible to get a fairly good idea of the 
physical, chemical, and biological events 
which affected the earth at a given time. 

Dr. Chris Barnes, Director of the Center 
for Earth and Ocean Sciences, is a micro- 
1 palaeontologist. He studies conodonts, the 
phosphatic remains of the teeth of small 
marine worm-like creatures that existed 
400-500 million years ago and became 
extinct around the time; of the early dino¬ 
saurs, 210 million years ago. 

“Calcium phosphate is a very stable 
mineral,” explains Barnes. “Conodonts 
preserve the record of changes in the 
chemistry of the earth’s oceans.” 

Conodonts are only 0.5 mm long, are 
abundant in ancient sedimentary rocks, and 
are distributed globally in a wide range of 
marine habitats. They provide more precise 
clues than many larger fossils about 
changing climates and continental position, 
adding new information to the theories of 
plate tectonics. 

When the conodonts are heated, the color 
changes they undergo provide an estimate of 
the temperatures attained by the enclosing 
rocks when the conodonts were buried. This 
knowledge is valuable to petroleum 


companies since oil is typically found in 
rocks heated between 50 and 150 degrees 
Celsius (the oil window), and to mineral 
exploration companies searching for 
minerals such as lead and zinc. 

As well as providing a chemical history, 
conodonts can show evolutionary changes, 
since teeth must adapt quickly to any 
variation in eating habits due to changes in 
the environment. 

“By studying conodonts you can provide 
a precise time schedule for major biological 
changes and show how such organisms are 
affected by environmental changes,” says 
Barnes. Barnes and others are revealing 
changes that happened at one interval of 
time on a global scale. This knowledge is 
important to understand the rates and extent 
of changes in fundamental earth processes. 

However, the biggest agent of change on 
earth is now human activity, not nature. 

“We don’t know the consequences or the 
ripple effect of our actions,” says Barnes. 
“For instance, how does the change in the 
amount of carbon in the atmosphere affect 
the oceans, or how do changes in the 
chemistry and the circulation systems of the 
ocean affect the climate?” 

Earth scientists have yet to understand 
natural earth systems completely, let alone 
the significant disturbance of these systems 
by human activity and the potential for 
chaotic environmental response.

Marine Station sees increased use

The village on the edge of nowhere is 
attracting more and more visitors. Despite 
having an unbridged, saltwater inlet for a 
main street, Bamfield is enjoying an 
unprecedented period of tourism, due in 
large part to capacity crowds in the 
classrooms, courses, and seminars held at 
the Bamfield Marine Station. 

The research and study centre operated 
by a consortium of five western Canadian 
universities (the University of Alberta, the 
University of Calgary, the University of 
British Columbia, Simon Fraser University 
and UVic) is attracting undergraduates, 
scientists and graduate students, curious 
senior citizens, and school children in 
increasing numbers. Last year combined 
annual use at the Station rose by 18.1 per 
cent over 1989. 

“Our intent is to heighten our visitors’ 
awareness of that ocean out there and the 
critters who live in it,” says Dr. John 
Mclnemey of UVic’s Biology Department, 
recently re-appointed for a three-year term 
as Station Director. 

Throughout the 10-hectare campus, 
students and researchers are doing just 
that In one waterfront lab the amplified 
sound of a crab’s heartbeat reverberates 
around the cramped quarters. Chris 
Airriess, a student from the University of ' 
Calgary, has electrodes attached to the 
shell of a local crustacean submerged in a 
shrouded aquarium. He is studying if crabs 
can direct their blood flow at will depend¬ 
ing on whatever bodily function is needed 
at a particular time. On the end of another 
wharf there’s a small building with a sign 
saying Pearl Lab in both English and 
Indonesian. It’s the research site of Dr. 

Peter Fankboner from SFU who is study¬ 
ing the feasibility of harvesting pearls from 
abalone without killing the mollusk. 

UVic is well-represented at Bamfield. 
This summer 38 students and a half-dozen 
researchers from the university conducted 
studies there. Dr. Arthur Fontaine, of the 
Department of Biology, taught a course in 
echinoderm biology and stayed throughout 
July to write a paper “because there are no 
phones.” He returned in September to 
complete his research on heart urchins. 

Dr. Gloria Snively, of the Department of 
Education, spent part of her summer teach¬ 


ing a marine biology course to teachers 
who want to develop a curriculum for 
marine education. Snively says a recent 
study indicates students are eager to learn 
marine biology. 

“It said children would rather study the 
ocean than the prairies or the forests,” she 
explained. “The results were the same 
whether the children lived on the coast or 
in land-locked areas.” 

Increased interest in marine biology 
resulted in the Bamfield Marine Station 
recording its most successful year ever. Its 
Natural Sciences and Engineering Re¬ 
search Council (NSERC) infrastructure 
grant was not only renewed, it was in¬ 
creased—something Mclnemey described 
as “rare.” He took pride in pointing out 
that the Station earns one third of the 
income it takes to run it. 

But Mclnemey tempered his enthusi¬ 
asm with pragmatism. 

“We’re probably going to have to cut 
back over the next couple of years,” he 
warns. “We’re not critical of our support 
from the universities because we’re 
actually getting an increase. It will just be 
a reflection of economic times.” 

In the meantime, the Station continues 
to grow. Its kitchen has recently been 
expanded. A new wharf, capable of 
docking research vessels and the commuter 
ship, the Lady Rose, is now complete. The 
Centre’s library, built on the top of the 
three-story building that once housed the 
eastern terminus of the trans-Pacific cable, 
has recently received a donation of files 
and papers related to fish that will effec¬ 
tively double its collection. 

But the main attraction of the Station is 
its location. 

“The diversity here is astounding,” says 
Dr. Andre Martel of the Canadian Museum 
of Nature in Ottawa. After completing his 
Doctorate in Marine Biology at Bamfield 
in 1989, he returned for six weeks of 
mollusk research. “The habitats are all 
accessible from the station, from sheltered 

coves to open ocean.” 

The Station's rugged. West Coast 
setting is especially impressive to young 
students who visit from the Prairies. 

“We tell these students,’’Mclnemey 
says, “that the ocean is as much our 
heritage as the land they live on.”

Is UVic haunted by the “living dead”? Dr. 
Paul Baker (Sociology) believes it is. 

Elizabeth Kubler-Ross, author of several 
books on death and dying, calls death “the 
final stage of life.” Baker takes issue. Long 
after the physical body has decayed, he 
contends in his paper “Socialization after 
Death: The Might of the Living Dead,” the 
social personality can still live on. 

This social personality is by no means 
entirely of our own making. Sometimes, as 
in the case of heirs to thrones or fortunes, it 
begins taking shape long before conception 
in the form of social roles and expectations. 
As our mothers swell with pregnancy, our 
social personality too swells, and only after 
birth do our own wills begin to play some 
part in shaping it. 

Sometimes we are troubled by the extent 
to which our social personalities are at odds 
with our personal selves. They are webs of 
relationships in which we find ourselves 
ensnared by strands of social expectation, 
obligation, and commitment. And “social 
death,” when it arrives, is seldom synchro¬ 
nous with its physical counterpart Some¬ 
times it comes first “In the Western world,” 
Baker observes, “seriously chronically ill 
persons, of any age, are often considered 
socially dead.” But more often, while 
physical death “destroys most of the social 
personality,” a significant portion “continues 
a somewhat ghostlike existence” after the 
funeral. 

According to Baker, people remain 
socially alive for as long as they maintain 
some influence over the living. They live on 
in memories and in such transpersonal 
bonds as “emotional closeness, kinship ties.

psychological commitment, and reciprocal 
identity support” Indeed, “the identities of 
the living are tied closely to the dead”— 
witness how people idealize deceased 
parents, spouses, role models, or mentors. 

Nor do the dead live only in memory. 

“Part of the social individual,” Baker points 
out, “is legal, institutional, material, and 
substantial. Dead persons leave trusts, 
businesses, works of art, photographs, 
videotapes, and so forth,” sometimes 
specifically intended to perpetuate their 
influence. Social death proper arrives only 
when the deceased exerts no influence over 
any living person whatsoever. 

Indeed, Baker comments, “it is more 
useful to talk about the process of social 
dying rather than the end point itself’—a 
process during which individuals as various 
as Andrew Carnegie, Joan of Arc, and 
Humphrey Bogart continue to exist as 
“social ghosts,” whose “individually and 
collectively defined wishes, attitudes, and 
opinions still have influence.” A few 
martyrs, saints, or heroes may even grow in 
importance, serving as communal idols, role 
models, spiritual or intellectual guides. And 
around this select few much of culture is 
woven. 

Viewed in this light, libraries are in part 
mausoleums, where generations of “social 
ghosts” are housed in books. Education is 
largely devoted to keeping alive a ghostly 
elite (Sappho, Shakespeare, Murasaki, 
Newton, Freud...) by reaffirming their power 
over our minds. And we the living have 
reason to be grateful to UVic for encourag¬ 
ing such an illustrious throng to make it their 
home.

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Search begins for new 
vice-presidents

UVic’s search for two new vice-presidents is now underway. Search committees have 
been appointed for both the vice-president, research services and vice-president, 
student and academic support services positions. The committees began meeting this 
month to get the hiring process started. 

The two new positions were created as part of the administrative re-organization at 
the University which was approved by the Board of Governors in April. 

The vice-president, research services will be responsible for promotion and admin¬ 
istration of research activities at the University. The position is being created by 
expanding the current associate vice-president, research position into a full vice¬ 
presidency. The Business and Industry Development Centre and Research Administra¬ 
tion will fall under the jurisdiction of the new vice-president. 

The vice-president, student and academic support services position will take over 
responsibility for Student and Ancillary Services, Computing and Systems Services, 
and the Maltwood Art Gallery and Museum and University Centre from the vice- 
president, administration. The university librarian, the administrative registrar, and the 
director of co-operative education, who formerly reported to the vice-president, 
academic will also report to this new vice-president. 

The search committees will be establishing the hiring criteria, advertising the 
positions and inviting members of the University community to suggest suitable 
candidates. They will also be responsible for selecting and interviewing the strongest 
candidates and for ensuring that the Board of Governors has the opportunity to meet 
those on the short list. The committees will recommend a preferred candidate to the 
President. Their recommendation will be determined by a majority vote within the 
committee. 

According to Jim Currie, Assistant to the President and secretary to the two 
committees, the committees are hoping to advertise the positions and interview 
candidates this fall and to make their recommendations to the President by January. This 
would allow the new vice-presidents to be in place by July 1,1992, he said. 

UVic President Dr. David Strong is chairing both committees. 

The 10-member search committee for the vice-president, student and academic 
support services is comprised of Strong; Dr. David Leeming (Mathematics), and Prof. 
Marilyn Callahan (Social Work) as the two faculty members appointed by the President 
in consultation with the vice-president, academic; Board of Governors* members 
Sandra Harper and David Searle, chosen by the Board; Mamie Swanson, the University 
Librarian, and Herb Widdifield, Director of Computing and Systems Services, two 
senior officers from the units reporting to the new vice-president who were chosen by 
the senior officers; Dr. Eric Manning, Dean of Engineering, chosen by the deans; Robert 
McQueen, Vice-President, Financial Services, chosen by the vice-presidents; and 
Marne Jensen, appointed as the undergraduate student representative by the UVic 
Students* Society. 

The search committee for the vice-president, research services is also comprised of 
10 members. It includes Strong; Dr. Terry Gough (Chemistry), Dr. Marjorie Mayfield 
(Communication and Social Foundations), and Dr. David Hultsch (Psychology) as the 
three faculty members appointed by the President in consultation with the vice- 
president, academic; Board of Governors’ members David Brousson and Dr. David 
Philip, chosen by the Board; Dr. Alastair Matheson, Dean of Science, and Dr. Bruce 
Howe, Acting Dean of Graduate Studies, chosen by the deans; Dr. Samuel Scully, Vice- 
President, Academic, chosen by the vice-presidents; and Andrea Sigurdson, appointed 
as the graduate student representative by the Graduate Students’ Society. 

The filling of the associate vice-president, academic position which also forms part 
of the administrative re-organization, is on hold pending Board approval of the hiring 
procedures, Currie said.

Lord Briggs brings Victorian era to life 

Doris Lessing to speak next in Distinguished Lecture Series 


Lord Briggs of Lewes delighted a packed 
house at MacLaurin A144 Sept 3 with his 
observations and interpretations of Culture 
and Communication in Victorian Britain as 
part of the President’s Distinguished Lec¬ 
tures series. 

The author of Victorian Cities , Victorian 
People and Victorian Things , as well as 
numerous other essays and books on 19th 
century Britain, drew on the works of other 
Victorian authors and analysts to discuss the 
varied aspects of life in the Victorian era in 
his presentation. Following his lecture. Lord 
Briggs answered several questions from the 
appreciative audience. 

In his introduction of the speaker. Dr. 
John McLaren (Law), Chair of the Presi¬ 
dent’s Distinguished Lectures Committee, 
echoed the sentiments of UVic President Dr. 
David Strong that the lecture series be “dedi¬ 
cated specifically to the building and mainte¬ 
nance of an intellectual bridge between cam¬ 
pus and community.” 

“It is difficult to think of a more worthy 
practitioner of that ideal than Lord Briggs of 
Lewes,” added McLaren. 

In thanking the speaker. Dr. Sam Scully, 


Vice-President, Academic acknowledged 
there was a potential risk “in asking a Lan¬ 
castrian to thank a Yorkshireman and asking 
a classicist to thank a historian.” 

Then he added, “It is a measure of our 
guest’s distinction and knowledge that he is 
able to reach beyond those who are profes¬ 
sional historians to those of us who take an 
amateur interest in history of England and, 
indeed, the history of cultures.” 

Scully says Briggs does this by focussing 
on the human experience and implementing 
his philosophy that a social historian should 
use eyes and feet as much as cerebral skills. 
He praised the lecture for its focus on ideas 
and applauded Briggs’ skillful navigation of 
his material through the “slippery notion” of 
communication and culture and back to Vic¬ 
torian things. 

“Everything is grist for his mill,” said 
Scully. “I can’t resist a lecture that can refer 
to brass bands and Don Giovanni.” 

The next guest of the President’s Distin¬ 
guished Lectures series will be British author 
Doris Lessing. She will read from her works 
in the University Centre auditorium Oct. 16. 


African National Congress 
activists to speak at Cinecenta 


Walter Sisulu, Deputy President of the Afri¬ 
can National Congress (ANC), and Albertina 
Sisulu, President of the Federation of South 
African Women, will include a visit to UVic 
in their up-coming cross-Canada tour. 

The Sisulus will speak at a public meeting 
at Cinecenta at noon Sept. 17. Their topic 
will be Towards a Post Apartied South Af¬ 
rica. Later that afternoon, they will hold a 
news conference and attend a reception. The 
Sisulus’ tour is sponsored by the Southern 
Africa Education Trust Fund and the Depart¬ 
ment of External Affairs. Oxfam is coordi¬ 
nating the Victoria portion of their visit. The 
Sisulus appearance on campus is co-spon¬ 
sored by the Department of Sociology, the 
Faculty of Law and the UVic Students’ Soci¬ 
ety. 

The lives of Walter and Albertina Sisulu 
have mirrored those of higher profile ANC 
members Nelson and Winnie Mandela. The 
Sisulus met during the organization of the 
ANC’s youth league. They married in 1944 
and embarked on a life marked by frequent 
separations due to imprisonment. In 1956 
Walter and 156 others, including Nelson 


Mandela, were arrested for high treason. A 
lengthy trial led to acquittal in 1961, but, 
shortly afterwards, Sisulu was placed under 
house arrest for his continued involvement 
with the banned ANC. Following a further 
arrest and conviction in 1963, he went under¬ 
ground, but a raid on the ANC’s armed wing’s 
secret headquarters resulted in his re-arrest 
and 26 year imprisonment. He served his 
time in the same prison as Mandela. 

Albertina Sisulu was involved with the 
ANC’s Women’s League during her hus¬ 
band’s imprisonments. In 1964, she was 
placed under banning orders for 17 years. 
During that time she also endured a 10 year 
house arrest She spent seven months in 
solitary confinement in 1983 and was im¬ 
prisoned again, for four years, in 1984. 
Throughout her married life, Albertina 
worked as a nurse with the city health depart¬ 
ment in Soweto and raised five children. 

Following Walter’s release from prison in 
1989, he met with the ANC’s external wing 
and was asked to re-establish the structure of 
the now legal party.
